Power Bill for City During 
Year $2788, Is Report 
Made Today 








Cost of power for lighting 
streets in Upland during the last 
fiscal year was $2,788.69 as 
compared with a cost of $3,172.- 
67 for the previous year, it was 


reported today. Replacements 
of globes and repairs to the 
lighting system cost $727.95, 


making the total street lighting 
expenditures $3,516.62. 

Smaller globes are being used 
now than when the lights were 
first installed, it being deter- 
mined that sufficient light can be 
produced without using the large 


globes. As replacements were 
made, the smaller globes were 
installed. 


The city purchases power from 
the Southern California Edison 
Co. The city pays for the lights 
each month.

Be Transferred to WPA 
In New Program

SERA will continue in existence | 
| after the appearance of Works 
| Progress Administration (WPA). 
| Kight national agencies will re- 
| ceive part of President Roosevelt’s 
! four billion dollar work relief fund, 
| with the SERA being the social 
| service agency, according to an ex- | 
| planation today in the Upland of-| 
| fice of the SERA. The WPA will 
| take over administration of the 
| construction jobs. SERA will con- 
| tinue to investigate all applicants 
|for relief and handle all emergency 
|cases. If an applicant for relief is 
|able to work and if he needs gov- 
| ernment aid to support his depend- 
lents, these facts will be certified to | 
the state office of the United States | 
employment service. 

The employment service’ will | 
place all persons certified for work j; 
by the SERA. The employment ; 
|Service will put men on private 
\jobs, if possible, or place them on 
|the various federal projects. 

At present SERA is handling 
all phases of the work relief cases,
